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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims 4, 7, 1 1, 12 and 14-16 drawn to an invention nonelected 
with traverse in Paper filed on November 7, 2005. A complete reply to the final rejection must 
include cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) See MPEP 
§821.01. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 



3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 2, 3, 5, 6, 8-10, 13, 17 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated 
by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over U.S. 6,548,188 (Yanase et al) as 
per reasons of record. 

It is reasonably believed that the products of the reference would inherently meet all 



characteristics governing applicants' claimed materials given their chemical similarity. The onus 
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is shifted to applicants to establish that the product of the present claims is not the same as or 
obvious from that set forth by the reference. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. Claim 1 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. 6,548,1 88 
(Yanase et al) described hereinabove. 

When the claimed range and the prior art range are very similar (i.e., 95% versus 93%), 
the range of prior art establishes prima facie obviousness because one of ordinary skill in the art 
would have expected similar ranges to have the same properties. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed April 13, 2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that Yanase has no teaching as to a laser markable 
composition, it is not seen that said property recitation results in a structural difference between 
the claimed invention and the prior art. The fact that applicant has recognized another advantage 
which would flow naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be the basis for 
patentability when the differences would otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 
USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1985). It is reasonably believed that the products of the 
reference would inherently meet all characteristics governing applicants' claimed materials given 
their chemical similarity. The onus is shifted to applicants to establish that the product of the 
present claims is not the same as or obvious from that set forth by the reference.
